Re-Election—Foreign News. 


Austria. 
DEADLY DUELING. 

VIENNA, January 15.—Special dispatches 
from Pesth stated thata serious disturbance 
occurred Tuesday aud Wednesday in conse- 
quence of a duel between Baron Maithenyi 
and Herr Verhoray, a member of Parliament, 
in which the latter was fatally wounded, and 
that further trouble is feared. Herr ver- 
horay was the editor of a Hungarian Radical 
newspaperand attacked Count Festeties, a 
fellow member with Baron Maithenyi of the 
aristocratic National Casino Club, and Baron 
Maithenyi interfered in the matter. 
The partisans of Verhoray say that 
Maithenyi is a professional duelist and the 
best pistol shot in Hungary, and was put for- 
ward in the quarrel for the purpose of Silene- 
ing Verhoray, whois very distasteful to the 
aristocrats but popular with the magses. Last 
night a great crowd of students and workmen 
filled the streets in the neighborheoed of the 
Casino Club, uttering hostile cries, und finally 
stoned the windows. The police were repeat- 
edly repulsed by the rioters, and finall? two 
battalions of infantry charged with fixed bay- 
onets. Many persons were slightly hurt by 
stones, sticks and bayenets. About thirty 
rioters Were arrested. 

Another dispatch from Pesth says: Rioting 
was renewed late last night and two persons 
were shot, whether by the military or rioters 
is not ascertained. At midnight shots were 
fired at the soldiers from behind some wagons 
in the street. The perpetrators escaped. 


France. 
GAMBETTA’S VOTE. 

PARIS, January 15.—The decreased vote by 
which Gambetta was re-elected President of 
the Chamber of Deputies is attributed tothe 
absence of many members from the House; 
therefore there is no reason why he should re- 
sign. Another correspondent, on the con- 
trary, says the impression gains ground that 
Gambetta ought toresign. He adds that the 
semi-ofticial prints are endeavoring to per- 
suade Gambetta that his vote means nothing. 

A NEW PAPER. 

The first number of La Justice, a new Rad- 
ical newspaper started by Clemenceau, a 
member of the Chamber of Deputies, made 
its appearance to-day. It demands the adop- 
tion by the government of a frankly popular 
policy and the application of the principle of 
equity in all matters, including amnesty. It 
is thought La Justice will be for Gambetta 
what the Republique Francaise was for Thiers 
and McMahon—make bim unpopular with the 
Democracy before he has consolidated his 
power over a more moderate element of the 
electorate. It is again said that 
Gambetta, since installing himself in the 
Palais Bourbon has offended almost-every- 
body by his pompous manners. He influ- 
ences ministerial decisions, and if a Minister 
ventures to resist one of his orders he pur- 
sues him with implacable resentinent until he 
has overthrown him. 

FREE TRADE. 

Atameeting of the committee on general 
tariff, Tirard, Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce, declared himself unreservedly for 
free trade as the policy of the Government. 

DISTRESS IN IRELAND. 
LONDON, January 15.—At the Cabinet 
Council to-day it is believed Irish affairs will 
come in for a large share of attention. All 
accounts agree that the situationin the dis- 
tressed districts is becoming extremely criti- 
cal. A Cork correspondent states that sixty 
able-bodied men with their families were yes- 
terday admitted to the Killarney work-house. 
A woman applied for admission Tuesday with 
three children, one of whom was 
dead in her arms from hunger and exposure. 
the woman having walked from Cahirciveen, a 
distance of forty miles. The Mayors of Shef- 
field, Brighton and other towns have opened 
relief subscriptions, but the universal opinion 
is that private relief cannot cope with the dis- 
tress.

THE COLUMBIA LIFE. 


Report of Receiver Alexander.

Interesting Figures for Swindled Policy- 
holders. 


Mr. L. E. Alexander, the receiver of the 
Columbia Life Insurance Company, has at last 
seen fit, under the threat of being proceeded 
against by the State Insurance Superinten- 
dent, to make a report of his re- 
ceivership. This he did at a late hour 


yesterday afternoon. The report was due on 
the first of last October, and its long delay is 
entirely unexplainable. Since it bas taken 
so long to make it up, it was naturally ex- 
pected that it would be quite exhaustive and 
satisfactory in its details. 

How well Mr. Alexander has suceeded in 
this direction itis not necessary to say, but 
there are some features of the report thata 
decidedly interesting to those unfortunatere 
people who happen te bave policies in the Col- 
umbia Lite. 

The first part of the report consists 
of a schedule of the assets of the Columbia 
Life, when Mr. Alexander came into the re- 
ceivership, August 7, 1877. Among the assets 
is put down the insurance buiiding, corner of 
Sixth and Locust. It is valued at $450,000, 
There is, however, 1 mortgage 
on this buildirg of 3400,00, and its 
real value as an asset is nominal. There 
are also put down among the assets 7105, 720 
of bills receivabie which are not worth 5500, 
and $175,088 of agents’ balances which are 
just us worthless. In fact, most of the assets 
of Mr. L. E. Alexander are utterly 
worthless. Here is the report of the cash he 
has received since he’came into the receziver- 
ship:

ABOUT EAR-RINGS. 


{From the Home Journal. | 


Some three centuries ago one Philip Stub- 
bes, aman of excessively morose and gloomy 
temper, spoke of the ladies of his day as being 
« tar **bewitched’’ that they were not 
shamed to make boles in their ears, in order 
to hang in them rings, or jewels of gold and 
yecious stones. These rings he considers of 
tui signifieation. and hesitates not to call 
their wearers, With the pleasing candor of in- 
genuouspess Of his age. *‘dissolute minions 
and wanton Sempronians,’’ All who have 
read Sallust's uccount of the 
conspiracy of Catiline, and his 
admirable description of the lady who could 
„dance better than befitted an honest wo- 
man, will comprehend the full force of 
Stubbes’ *‘wanton Sempronians.’’ Stubbes 
js by no means alone ia his condemnation of 
ear-rings, though few, perbaps, have in- 
veighed against their use with greater indig- 
nation or more pungentacrimony. They have 
been abused both by ancient and modern 
writers. Pliny seems to have objected to 
them chiefly on the score of their extrava- 
gant cost. The ear, he says, is the only im- 
movable part of a man's body, and ou none 
„ more money spent by a woman. Enar- 
rings, however, have their apology. This 
delicate oruament of the human countenance 
is not by any means without defense. The 
custom of both sexes in the Eastern and 
Western world supports it. Its use is not 
confined to what is so delicately and politely 
called the ‘*softer sex.“ Men wear it, and 
have worn it. The-portrait of Shakspeare in 
the Chandos edition shows at least one ear- 
ring ornamenting that poet. There is a tradi- 
tion that Charles I. wore fine pearl earrings, 
and the day before his exccution took one out 
and gave it to Juxon in charge for his 
daughter, the princess royal. The fate of its 
companion is not known. One cannot help 
thinking he might have pre- 
sented her with the pair. At the present time 
ear-rings are worn babitually by male gvpsies 
From the earliest ages ear-rings 


have been worn by male Asiatics. The Bible 


is not Withoutits instances of the practice, 


and Juvenal commemorates the oraaments in 


the ears, which denoted the male born by the 


River Euphrates. Women, with few excep- 
tions, have worn ear-rings in every country 


and at every period. In their ears 
they have been celebrated by the 
poets, sculptors and painters of many 


times and places. Homer introduces them 
into the toilet of the venerable Here, each 
composed of three bright mulberry-colored 
brilliants; Praxiteles made holes for them in 


the ears of the celebrated Venus, and Sir. 


David Wilkie has presented us with a charm- 
ing pair about to be fixed, forthe first time 
in the ears of a little country maiden; anc 
yet, notwithstanding the general practice and 
artistic consecration, people are to be found 
who still speak of this adornment as a bar- 
barous monstrosity, unseemly and _ ridic 


ulous in the ear of a South Sea can- 
nibal, but ineffablv absurd and utterly 
excusable in that of an English lacy. 


There is,of course,no disputing about tastes. 

The wearers of ear-rings can only console 
themselves by reflecting that some of meir 
fellow-creatures are unfortunate enough to 
be born without any wsthetic sense, wimout 
apy conception at all of the science ef the 
beautiful, and witha strange want af proper 
appreciation of this embellishment of tie hu- 
manface divine, this neat addition to the 
Creator’s sovereign and conclusive vork of 
feminine loveliness. 

Some critics of this form of persona’ adorn- 
ment have, in the irritation provokel by the 
prevailing fashion, stepped beyond the bounds 
of legitimate censure. Not conent with 
abusing the ornament, they hive attributed 
an unworthy and insulting motive its wear- 
er. Women, they say, deck themselves with 
these gewgaws solely from a feeling of vanity. 
Now nothing can be more certaia than that 
this is not the fact, if, indeed, me evidence 


of the women -themselves, who may 
be credited with the best knowledge 
of their own motives, may be re- 
lied on. Nineteen women out of every score 


to whoin the question is put. “*Why did yon 
submit to the pain of having your ears bored!“ 
will answer at once. Because it is so good 
forthe eyes.’’ There may be nothing amiss 
with a girl’s eves—probably there is not—but 
she will have her ears bered, nevertheless. 
What is this but an instance of that sober pre- 
caution for which the sex is so deservedly fa- 


mous, the desire to prevent by 
prompt and present action the occur- 
rence} of ills or inconveniences which 


may arise in the future? A pretty thing, 
indeed, it would be fora woman torun the 
risk ofthe sharpest and brightest weapons 
in her arsenal becoming blunt or tarnished 
by a cowardly avoidanee of a slight tempor- 
ary pain. Sheis so fer a student of ancient 
physiology as to understand the old doctrine 
ofhumors, She is well aware that the hole 
in her ear and the weight of her ear-rings 
will draw down to that part any corrupt hu- 
mors Which may arise in her eyes. The 
€ur-ring acts, in fact, as a sort of counter- 
irritant, and the keavier it is the more 
wholesome are supposed to be its effects. 
When large ear-rings are worn itis for this 
reason. and the wearer is rather to be praised 
for a certain amount of self-sacrifice, the re- 
sult of prudence, than to be blamed for any 
idle vanity or affectation. If, indeed, she is 
mistaken in her theory, she cin at most only 
be charged with that ignorance whichis the 
common inheritance of humanity.

The spread of Nihilism in the Russian army 
is a very ominous fact, not merely from its 
actively pernicious results, but also from its

among all the nations of Europe. The bulk 
of the population is so widely scattered as to 
be absolutely incapable of combined action, 
while the whole empire contains only five 


cities—viz: St. Petersburg. Moscow, Kieff, 
Warsaw and Odessu—of more than 100,000 
inhabitants. of a powerful

army corps in or near each of these places was 
aneffectual bridle to disaffection while the 
soldiers remained Joyal. But now that the 
Nibilist propagandism has entered the camp 
likewise, the numbers and concentration of 
the tops are likely tobe as hurtful to the 
government as they were once helpful toit. 
So long as only five per cent of the soldiers 


could read, disaffection moved slowly; but 
the present rapid advance of education threat- 
ene to confront Russia with the old question, 
Wo shall keep the keepers?’

The Thursby Concert. 
St. Louis certainly cannot claim a very high 
rank as a musical city. Last night, to greet 
the advent of the queen of the concert stage, 
a lady who to-day is absolutely without a rival 


in this country, about five hundred people, 
including dexdbeads, occupied ercantile 
Library Hall. It wasaterrible index to the 
culture and refinement. of St. Louis. 
It is evident that the concert 
business, to use an emphatic though vulgar 
expression, is played out. The Wilhelm), 
Remenyi, Satter and Patti troupes this sea- 
son bave all come to grief or lost money. The 
popular taste no longer seems to run iu that 
direction, That such is the case is much to 
be regretted.

Last evening’s concert was in its entirety 
excellent. Herr Adamewski, the violinist, 
is a good virtuoso, and received on encore for 
his **Nocturne Chopin,’’ Wilhelmj. He dis- 
plaved a most commendable mastery of 
his beautiful instrument. While plaving 
Mendélssohn's concerto in G minor one of the 
strings of his violin broke. but the artist was 
in no wise disconcerted. He immediately re- 


appeared with another violin and 
continued the piece to the end. 
Adamowskiis nota great violinist. but his 


reuditions were given with an intelligence 
and mastery of technique that is rare. Franz 
Rummel, the pianist, played the grand march 
from Wagner’s ‘*Tannhauser,’’ and was 
deservedly encored. His rendering of fortis- 
simi passages is much better than of the pian- 
issimi, inasmuch as he lacks a certain quality 
of expression. There is nothing sympa- 
thetic in his admirable playing, 
and be fails to give effect to the 
nice nuances of the composer. A floral horse- 
shoe was presentedhim. Sig. Ferranti, the

Why are the Roses red?“ with its charming 
simplicity and melody, created a burst of en- 
thusiasm which was only appeased when 
Miss Thursby appeared and sang ‘*Fwicken- 
ham Ferry.’’ Her lust selection 
was the rondo finale from 
La Sonnambula,’’ and for an encore The 
Echo Song.“ These selections displayed 
every quality and excellence of the artiste's 
voice from the sweet and homely ballad to the 
intricate technicalities of classical music.

Yesterday the directors 
of the concern called a meeting and remarked 
that they believed they would take a glance at 
the books. Rohrer slid down from his chair, 
wrote on a piece of paper the laconic informa- 
tion, ‘* Deficit over $67,000,” and started for 
the jail.

FREUND’S FLIGHT. 


Comical Collapse of the Publishe 
the New York Musical Times. 1. 


[New York Special to Chicago Times, Jan. 11. 


Many piano dealers and other people in the 
music trade-were anxiously inquiring for 
John C. Freund this afternoon. Freund 1, 
the editor and proprietor of The Musical and 
Dramatic Times and Musie Trade Review. a 
weekly publication devoted to music and tue 
drama, snd to the advertisements of piano 
manufaeturers. Freund tnysteriously gie. 
appe-red on Saturday last, leaving behing 
him debts said to amount to $75,000. About 
four years ago he established his paper, 
and prospered from the start, har. 
ing the backing of several Piano- 
makers. The paper i ecaime a successful trade 
journal,with a weekly circulation of ten thoy. 
sand copies. Freund made the most of hi, 
succes, and lived expensively. giving almox 
daily wine-parties to his friends. Ile made 
reputation for magnificence, and no surprise 
was manifested when two years ago he began 
to build an expensive house in Tarrytown, 
The building of this borve is seid to haye 
been the beginn ing of Preund’s pecuniary 
troubles. It cost 510, 000, nearly all of which 
ws raised on morigages, held by James Lew. 
is, a Parry own banker. The property stands 
in Mr. Freund’s name. When the house 
had been partly furnished, and then contained 
something like forty rooms, Freund had the 
He tilied 
the*house with handsome furniture ata cost 
of $26,000, and about six months ago moved 
in. 30 bis mind it was still incomplete, and 
he kept on adding wings. raising the money 
on further mortgages. From the date of his 
oceupancy up to within a few days of his 
failure tbey were always guests at the house. 
He engaged at least a dozen servants, and 
bought three carriages and a number of 
horses. Six months ago he began draw: 
ing on bis advertisers for the 
bills of their advertisements for 
three and sometimes six months ahead. 
This helped him temporarily. but three 
months later he was embarrassed again. Col- 
lections were made again for advertisements 
for months ahead. Drafts on advertisers and 
promissory notes were put into circulation and 
accepted without question by bis creditors, 
who bad not the least idea of his financial 
troubles. A week ago be broached a plan for 
a new opera house to his friends, and emplovel 
a survevor to survey the ground near the cor- 
ner of Broadway and Twenty-third street. On 
Saturday last he left the city. and no one 
knows where he is. On Monday morning 2 
deputy-sheriff took possession of Freund’s 
private editorial sanci um, which had cost some 
$5,000 to tit up. Later in the day the furni- 
ture, pictures and carpets were carted awiy 
to an auctioneer’s Warehouse. The creditors 
met to-day, and among them were represen- 
tatives of Steinway, Chiekering, Weber, Hale, 
and other dealers in pianos and musical in- 
struments, besides a few tailors, furniture 
dealers and others. Debts amounting to St. 
c in borrowed money and indorsed notes 
were quickly counted up. Creditors from 
Be ston and some from New York are yet tobe 
heard from, and it is estimated that.the debts 
will amount to fully $75,000. Freund's books 
are in the utmost courusion. A committee was 
appointed to bring the matter before the 
courts, and to wind un the affairs of 
the paper so as to sell it to W. E. Nickerson, 
who has offered $10,000 for it. Only lust Sat- 
urday Freund asked J. P'. Hale, the piano 
manufacturer, to cash four drafts for him, but 
Hale declined. Freund is about forty years 
old. About ten veurs ago he established a 
magazine in England called the Dark Blue, 
devoted to the interests of Oxford University. 
Seven years ago he came to this country and 
establisbed a tobacco trade journal. ‘This he 
sold to buy the Arcadian. When the Area- 
dian failed he established the Hatter and Fur- 
rier, aud, seliing that, founded the Musical 
and lramatic Times, which was consolidated 
with the Music Trade Review.

Reasons for Opposing His Appointment 
to the U. S. Marshalship. 


wip 


His Connection With the “Palmyra Mas- 
sacre“ Some Interesting Points in 
His History Since the War. 


The fact that Gen. John McNeil seems to 
be the favorite of President Hayes for the P 
office of United States Marshal for the Eastern 
District of Missouri and the strong opposi- 
tionto his appointment that has already de- 
veloped itself in the Senate have again called 
public attention to a man who by one 
act during the war made himself forever in- 
famous with most Missourians. The present 
Senate, though Democratic, is disposed to 
confirm all appointments made by a Republi- 
ean President, for the sake of maintaining 
harmony between the executive and legisla- 
tive branches of the Government, but 
in MecNeil’s case courtesy to the 
President is not sufiicient to restrain an open 
and violent opposition. About a year and a 
half ago the President nominated McNeil for 
an Indian agehicy. The Senate was then 
Democratic and Col. D. II. Armstrong was 
there as a representative from Missouri. It 
was through his vote and iniluence that Me— 
Neil was confirmed, and while Col. 
Armstrong tried to justify his course 
on the grounds of personal friendship, and 
that the things of the war should be forgotten, 
nis Democratic constituents would not for- 
give him, and the sentiment aroused against 
him was strong enough to defeat him for the 
short Senatorial term at the election in Jeffer- 
son City in January, 1879. To the Democrats 
of Missouri, and especially those who were 
on the Confederate side during 
the war, 

NO NAME IS 8O OBNOXIOUS 
as that of General John McNeil on account of 
the part he took in what is known in history 
as Tbe Palmyra Massacre.’’ This is the sec- 
ond time he bas been before the United 
States Senate as a candidate for the United 
States Marsbalship of St. Louis. In 1866 
his name was sentin tothe Senate for that 
affice by President Andrew Johnson. Hon. 
Thos. Noell, then in Congress from Southeast 
Missouri, and ex-Judge Wm. C. Jones, who 
happened tobe in Washington, with the aid 
of Francis P. Blair, Sr., persuaded the Presi- 
dent to withdraw the nomination. The 
reasons urged against bun were 
(xuctiy the same as those brought against him 
now. and they are the same that always will 
be urged against him if he should be nomina- 
ted ten thousand times. Whether just or un- 
just, there is in this State such a deep-seated 
hatred of McNeil that any peace offering he 
may present will be rejected, and the 
man Who espouses his cause uts 
the nails in his political coin. The Pal- 
mvra massacre,“ fer which McNeil is held re- 
sponsible, took place on the 18th of October, 
1862. McNeil was a 
BRIGADIER-GENERAL OF STATE MILITIA, 
and was in command of the Northeast Mis- 
souri District. The little town of Paimyra, 
which is about ten miles west of Hannibal, 
had been in possession of a band of Capt. 
Porter, who was at that time recruiting for 
the Confederate army. The Federal forees 
ecavtured the town and drove Porter off, 
taking a number of ais men. When 
Porter came into the neighborhood, he 
captured an old man named Allsmasn, who 
hud been a kind of spy on the Southern peopie 
of the community and who was tkoroughbly 
hated by them. Henever returned home and 
it issupposed he was shot. When McNeil 
got possession of the town he issued the fol- 
lowing notice to Captain Porter through the 
Provost Marshal of the district: 
' PALMYRA, Mo., October 8, 1862. 

JOSEPH C. PORTER—SiR: Andrew Alls- 
man, an aged citizen of Palmyra and a non- 
combatant, having been carried from his 
home bya band of persons unlawfully ar- 
rayed against the peace and good order of the 
State of Missouri, and whieh band was under 
your control, this is to notify vou that unless 
said Andrew Alisman is returned unharmed 
to bis family within ten days frem date, 
ten nen who have belonged to 
your band, and unlawfully sworn 
by you to currv arms against the Government 
of the United States, and who are now in cus- 
tody, will be shot as a meet reward for their 
crimes, among which is the illega! restraining 
of said Allman of his liberty and, if not return- 
ed, presumably aidingin his murder. Your 
prompt attention to this will save much suf- 
lering. Yours, etc.,

No attention was paid tothis, and at the 
end of ten days the slaughter of the ten host- 
ages took place. ‘The unfortunate prisoners 
selected were Willis Baker, Thomas Hurns- 
ton, Morgan Bixler, John Y. MePheeters 
and Hiram Smith, of Lewis county; Herbert 
Hudson, John McWade and Marion Lair. of 

talls county; Cant. Thomas A. Snider, 
of Monroe county, and Eleazer Lake of Scot- 
land county. At noon on the 18th of October, 
GA, they were marched out tothe Fair Grounds 
—a mile from the town—and shot, not all at 
one time, as is usual with military executions, 
but after a volley of musketry had been fired 
and part of the men killed, the 
remainder were dispatched with 
revolvers. Hiram Smith, one of the 
ten executed, voluntarily took the place of a 
man named Humphreys, from Knox county. 
He had a wife and several children, and Smith, 
being a mere youth, said he ceuld better afford 
to die. The men were selected out of a large 
number of prisoners without any regard to 
their past conduct, most of them being 
young men who had just left 
their homes and started South to 
join the regular Confederate army. Strachan, 
the Provost Marshal, who had immediate 
charge of the execution, was certainly a cold- 
blooded monster. During the ten days in 
which the @risoners were held forthe return 
of Allsman he was approached by the wife 
of one of the condemned men, who 
fell on her knees and implored him to 
spare the life of her husband. He made an 
infamous proposal, to which, in ber despera- 
tion, the poor woman acceded, and then re- 
fused to surrender the man, and had him shot 
with the others. Misfortune seemed to fol- 
low Strachan ever after this, and some 
time after the close of the war 
he poisoned himself in New Orleans, and died 
a death of the greatest agony. 

Many attempts have been made to justify 
the shooting of these ten prisoners, but the 
act will always stand out boldly on the pages 
of history as ah unnecessary, inexcusable and 
heartless sacrificingof human life. It was 
simply the killing of ten defenseless prison- 
ers for the acts of others, and for which they 
could not be held responsible under any rules 
of civilized warfare. N 

When McNeil failed to get the C. S. Mar- 
shalship in the spring of 1866, he returned to 
St. Louis and was elected Sheriff the foilow- 
ing fall. Most of the Democrats in the State 
were disfranchised at that time, and his elece 
tion was easy enough. In 1870 he joined the 
Liberal movement in the State, which resulted 
in the election of Gratz Brown for Governor 
and in the enfranchisement of over 50,000 
Democratic voters. It was believed at *the 
time tliat McNeil took this course with the 
hope of making peace with the Democrats of 
Missouri; but if this was his design, he ut- 
terly failed. He did not after 
that 1 in public life till he was ap- 

ointed Indian Agent by President Hayes.

BEER VS. WATER. 


The Belligerent Rrewer and Puny Pro- 
hibitionist Have a Set-fo on Fifth 
Street. 

Ellis Wainwright was arrested and ar- 
raigned before Justice Mullery this forenoon 
charged with committing an assault and bat- 
tery upon the person of Frank Bemis, the 
well known temperance advocate and editor of 
the National Prohibitionist.

When I noticed 
them I woudered if they had become recon- 
cited. After they had passed I saw Mr. Wain- 
wright turn around and strike Mr. 
the face.“ 

There is another story about the affair 
which is said to be Mr. 
Wainwright’s plea, that Bemis 
caught up to him as he was walking along the 


street. and he became so provoked at Bemis 


| speaking to him that he struck him. 


Bemis says that he caught up to Wainwright 
as he was walking up Fifth street, when 
the latter said, Look here,“ and that, as he 
turned his head to see What was wanted, he 
received a blow in the face. 

Mr. Bemis was struck on the cheek, near 
the nose, cutting the flesh and causing it to 
bleed profusely. 

Last June, during the brewers’ convention, 
Wainwright gave Bemis a severe thrashing. 


The Ross Murder Trial.
